The feature that most distinguishe* 


randy and clay soils is tha capacity of 
retaining or passing o'l water. In a 
drought sandy soil suffers more than 
olay soil; in a moist season it Is more 
favored, especially where clay soil li 
lacking In drainage. Witbgooct drain- 
ings, the difference is less, and disap- 
pears entbely in a moderately moist or 
showery season. 
All is dependent 


upon the amount of the rainfall, 
in 


land where sand an I clay are in bal- 
ance, or nearly so, there is less danger 
to be feared from drought or the excess 
of moisture, and this oonslitutei our 
best soil 'Ihe great bulk of our land, 
however, i» not of this character, but 
has either more olay or more sand, and, 
often much more. It is this land, hav^ 
ing a large proportionate amount of 
olay or sand, that more partioulary re- 
quires our attention. 


To restore the proper balance by ap- 


plying eitlier clay or sand ia consid- 
ered, in our present state of farming, 
too expensive, e cept in siunll plats, or 
where he material is adjoining and 
oonvei-.ent of access. 
Other meant, 


therefore, have to be resoitud to. They 
are, in clay soil, drat of all, draining. 
This changes at once 
and largely 


the character of tho soil, not untro- 
quently doubling its productiveness, 
the soil continuing to improve for 
years. Ihere is much laud that needs, 
draining, much more than farmers aro 
usually aware. The pust hole is a 
good tost. 
If tiiis retains water it i« 


evidence that tho land needs under 
draining. 
To accomplish 
this 
the 


drain i for an orchard should be nob 
less than four foet in depth; lor general 
farming throe feet will do, and the 
drains should be not more than two 
rodd auart, care being taken to malte 
good work, as a ologgud drain is no 
drain at all. If tha work is well done 
the increase of tho crops growa upon 
tho ground for two or thrue years will 
cover the expense of undordraining, 
leaving the land in good coutlition lor 
an unlimited time. 
' 
isext, cluy land requires more care 


in working it than other soil, as it ia 
more reauiiy affected by the weather. 
Houghed when wot in the spring it will 
bake and become more or leaa hard, 
and when worked aiturward will b euk 
up in lumps, and ELillho effort to reduce 
It to a soft, mellow condition will be of 
little avail. 
Crops are grown on such 


*uil with loss, and it requires tha frost 
of one or two winters to correct its 
harshness. But it is loss susceptible to 
injury and moro easily worked after it 
is drained. It will then admit of earlier 
plowing and putting in ia tho spring, 
and quicker working after a rain, 
it 


ul.so favors fall p.owing which is cer- 
tain to te followed in tho spring by a 
mellower surface and a lo.ss compact 
undersoil, which, now that its drainage 
in improve!, iavors tho more ready 
(.tischurgo of surplus water. But in all 
coses caro must be taken not to plow 
tho laud or work it in any way wiion 
wet. 
Besides tho aid of the frosts and 


the iroo use of implements in reducing 
the soil to a mellow condition, barn- 
yard manure, highly elm-god with tine 
Vegetable material, is anothur and im- 
portant aid, this holps to lurthor divide 
the particles tliat compose the soil and 
brin" them into new contact. 
Kod and 


greeu crops turned down have a similar 
eltuct. 
Tho processes thus far suggested 


have boen mainly to dry and mellow 
the land, with tho ob^oct in view of 
passing ott" surplus water in a rainy 
time, and retaining moisture in a 
drought—two properties which occur 
oulv in a good soil, and which aie so 
much needed in our olav land. We 
now have a valuable soil. It is our 
business to see tuat we keep it so by 
continuing the care in working It and 
keeping ,t enriched and well-charged 
witu vegetable matter, which will keep 
it soft aud mellow. It will then last. 
Mo soil wears better. 
bandy Boil requires less time and 


much less expense than olay soil to 
bring it into good condition. No un. 
Uerdraining is necessary, and less care 
and o,.ort are required in working it. 
What It needs is to bs put in condition 
to retain moisture and prevent waste of 
manure bv washing aud evaporation, 
»s its hold upon manure is very slight 
in ihe absence of clay. To supply vho 
neioasary clay would be too expensive. 
The most successful treatment. U to 
oJiargo tha surface soil with line vege- 
table matter, to be thoroughly mixed 
and incorporated witu the tillable soil, 
ior this purpose nothing is bolter than 
muck. This not only improves tne 
tex.uro of the soil, but rteepens its color, 
which favor* the absorption of heat so 
muou needed early in tha season. It 
also contains some plant food, Out not 
enough to roeli o much profit, if any, 
on th« cost. It is the manui-a that i* 
to be used after tha application of the 
muck, or, what is better, combined 
with the muck before It ii applied on 
the land, that is to realize the profit, 
the muok being the mod um to convey 
and hold the manure for the use of the 
plant as it requires it. And it answers 
this purpose well, having, like olay, an 
attraction for the fertilizing elements, 
particularly nitrogen, whioh in the 
main It holds till taiten up by the plant. 
It also absorbs and retains moisture. 
The best way to combine manure 


and vegetable matter is to use ihe lat- 
ter as an absorbf.nt in the itables. 
Where muck is lacking other mate- 
r al may bs employed, such as chair, 
leaf mould, or sawdust from hard 
wood, to be used in a dry state, 
•wh»n they readily abiorb the fluids 
of the siables, which ara by far the 
best portion of the uroppings, and are 
ready at once to be taken up by vege- 
tation when applied to the land. 
Farmers 
who have 
adopted this 


method are realizing its benefit as 
applied 
both to sandy 
and clay 


•oils. Cn. the former it is moro a 
necessity, and hence it is moro em- 
ployed on light soil. Where an en- 
tire farm, or most of it, is composed 
largely of sand, some farmers, in addi- 
tion to their other stock, keep a large 
number of hogs expressly to manu- 
facture manure, the hogs paying for 
their cost to fit them for market, 
while the manure combined with the 
muck 
which is used freely in the 


pens, costs only the labor of secur- 
ing the muck obtained on tho farm; and 
wfien it is considered that the removal 
of the muck changes a bog into good 
tillable land, the benefit of ihe opera- 
tion becomes evident' Tn's manure is 
rich and quick in its effect, the muek 
forming the necessary vcgetab'e mate- 
rial for the mechanical improvement of. 
the land, and the longer retention of, 
the manurial elements in the soil. 


To undertake to treat sandy soil, es- 


pecially if light and leachy, without 
the aid of some substance to improve

sculptor's work la a statue;, nnd not the 
mere sketoh on paper lor a statne; so, 
but even more thoroughly and emphat- 
ically, an'architoct's woik is a build- 
ing, and not the rnfre plan or view o( 
a building,

Manuring Fruit Trees. 


It is only by repeating advice to peo- 


ple—some ol whom may be very care- 
:ul iu almost everything else con- 
nected with the farm—that, however 
rood it may be, it will be likely to be 
needed, how often we have suggested 
the manuring of fruit orchards we can 
not remember; but probably it has been 
half a score of times or oitener. ttill, 
tbe general experience is that this part 
of the duties ot tho fanner continues to 
be largely neglected. On what ground 
other than pure thoughtlessness, it is 
thus neglected, we can not imagine, as 
no crop upon Iho farm will return a 
greater profit from the application of 
a fertili er than thu 
No crop, by 


whatever name knon'n, can be success- 
fully 
cultivated without 
manure. 


When an orchard is young and things 
lire raised between the rows of trees, 
these arc always enriched, and tho 
joung twos, receiving a portion of 
it, get along very well; bnt when 
the trees become so large 
as to 


prevent any other crop thau grass 
to bo grown 
among 
(hem, they 


have no dependence, their crops tail in 
quantity ami quality, and the orchard 
has reached that p'oint when they are 
supposed to have seen their best d ys, 
Iho proprietors never for a moment re- 
membering; that they cannot live well 
and perform their whole duty without 
feeding. 


The fruit tree is not particular or 


saucy ns to its diet. 
It does not ask 


for the richest and 
most 
costly 


provender. 
Even a dressing of earth, 


or of pure ^cloy, Is very acceptable— 
washings from the highways particu- 
larly so; and wood ashes.'of course. In 
fact, almost everything that is next to 
valueless for other objects does very 
well with tho fruit tree. It Is true that 
richer or more expensive fertilizers 
would answer a great deal bettor, but 
not to ouch an extent as to pay for the 
dliloronce in cost. 
But whntevor the 


material may bo, no farmer who (f.osires 
his orchard to return him the full 
measure of its product can affoid to 
neglect it in the manner referred to. 
Lot him do his duty to his trees, and 
then complain that fruit will no longer 
do in bis region if there is any short- 
coming in thoir crops. 
Try It and see.

Capital Errors. 


Far too much money is spent iu build- 


Ings. Formerly a barn needed a roomy 
threshing-floor, whereon to swing tho 
flals. 
No such thing is needed now. 


Two rows of posts, some beams,' girts 
and braces, and a tight roof and walls 
are sulliclent An excellent cow-stable, 
with all tho modern improvements, can 
be built for $5 per cow, and how much 
better to have 100 cows in K stalls than 
h've cows in $100 stalls. Another capi 
tal error—because a waste of capital— 
is to keep poor horses aud cows, A 
*.";0 horse is not worth one-fourth as 
much as one that is worth $100 
It 


will eat as much and cost as much for 
harness, and will neither do as much 
work nor live so loug. A $20 cow, that 
makes throe pounds of butter in a week, 
costs as much for everything, labor and 
utensils included, aa one worth $100 
uad makes ten pounds a week. Another 
error Is to work poor land. Many a 
man has broken his back and lost his 
heart on a poor farm which he has suf- 
fered to run down by bad management. 
He has spread his labor und capital 
over 100 aorea, when by con lining him- 
self to twenty-fiyo or thirty, he might 
cave become happy and rich. The way 
to repair such a oap tal error is to be- 
gin with one field and get that intogooc 
condition, and let tho rest lie, and so 
go on through tho farm. One rich Cole 
will then make it easy to enrich anolhet 
or two; and while the beginning Is slow, 
it is downhill work, and! as tho end is 
nearly reached progres* is fast ant 
easy. 'Ihe worst of all capital errors 
is for tho fanner to neglect his o wn ini 
provement and cultivation. A man 
who has $10,000 in a farm and stock 
may easily have twice as much iu him 
solf and mako his work pay ten pa: 
cent, on his value. He is the greatest 
part of his capital and it is the greatest 
of all errors to misuse himself —N. Y 
Tribune.
